Following a “complex” inves¬ 
tigation, two men and one 
woman have been arrested and 
charged in connection to the 
2012 stabbing death of 25-year- 
old Billy Canh Ho. 

Ho, who was known to po¬ 
lice, died in hospital after be¬ 
ing stabbed on March 6, 2012 
around 2:30 a.m. in a McDon¬ 
ald’s parking lot at 51 Avenue 
and Calgaiy Trail. 

On Wednesday police re¬ 
vealed it’s believed Ho met two 


men in the parking lot on the 
pretext of a crack cocaine trans¬ 
action. 

“During the transaction he 
was stabbed and his vehicle was 
taken,” said EPS Homicide Staff 
Sgt. David Christoffel. 

It’s alleged Ho’s vehicle, 
which was discovered engulfed 
in flames near Highway 16 and 
Highway 43, was stolen by two 
of the accused. 

Christoffel said the 
15-month investigation in¬ 
volved the assistance of several 
EPS sections, RCMP in White- 
court and Red Deer, and ALERT 
members. 

“Not only did this investi¬ 
gation involve all these other 
resources, it was complicated 
due to the fact that overt efforts 
were taken to destroy the evi¬ 
dence,” he said. 

After Ho’s murder last 
March, police appealed to the 
public hoping a gas attendant 


in Edmonton or surrounding 
areas recalled selling fuel to 
someone to fill a jeny can in 
the early morning hours of 
March 6. 

Christoffel wouldn’t elab¬ 
orate on whether the plea for 
information helped solve the 
crime, stating the matter was 
before the courts. 

Trevor Legge, 30, of White- 
court and Edward O’Halligan, 
27, of Edmonton each face 
charges of second degree mur¬ 
der, robbeiy and arson in con¬ 
nection with Ho’s death. 

Kristen Dawn Farrar, 32, of 
Whitecourt, faces charges of ac- 
cessoiy after the fact to murder, 
arson and breach of undertak¬ 
ing given to a peace officer. 

Christoffel said it is believed 
Legge and O’Halligan were long¬ 
time friends originally from 
Newfoundland and investiga¬ 
tors believe Farrar was involved 
in a relationship with Legge.

MPRathgeber 
quits Tory caucus 

Alberta MP Brent Rathge- 
ber says he has resigned 
from the Conservative 
caucus over what he calls 
the government’s “lack of 
commitment to transpar¬ 
ency.” 

Rathgeber, who repre¬ 
sents the riding of Edmon- 
ton-St. Albert, announced 
his resignation on Twitter 
late Wednesday. 

He had complained 
last week about dis¬ 
appointment in the party 
base about scandals in the 
federal government. 

The government ap¬ 
pears disappointed with 
Rathgeber’s decision. 

PMO communica¬ 
tions director Andrew 
MacDougall tweeted that 
voters in Rathgeber’s rid¬ 
ing elected a Conservative 
and “he should resign and 
run in a byelection.” 

In his comments last 
week, Rathgeber said 
federal power had been 
slowly transferred from 
the House of Commons to 
the cabinet and ultimately 
to the Prime Minister’s Of¬ 
fice. He said the Conserva¬ 
tives were elected in part 
on a promise to change 
that. 

In late March, Rathge¬ 
ber rose in the Commons 
to support the idea of an 
unbridled right to speak 
about any subject without 
having it first vetted by a 
party whip. 

“In a Parliament where 
the government and the 
opposition control such 
a large portion of the 
parliamentaiy... agenda, 
private members’ bills, 
motions, are the veiy few 
mechanisms that mem¬ 
bers have to bring matters 
of importance from their 
constituents forward,” he

911 texting coming soon,

Some Edmontonians will be 
able to text their emergen¬ 
cies to 911 by 2014, but Ed¬ 
monton police plan to limit 
the service to the deaf and 
hard of hearing. 

A Canadian Radio-tele- 
vision and Telecommunica¬ 
tions Commission decision 
earlier this year mandated 
the service for those with 
hearing issues. 

“We won’t be receiving 
texts from the public, and 
we are going to have to make 
sure the public knows,” said 
Kim Pudde, a supervisor at 
Edmonton’s 911 call centre 

Pudde said people who 
need the service will be able

to subscribe through an as- 
yet-undetermined process. 

She said call centres that 
have tried 911 texting have 
found it delays response 
times. 

“It’s taking significantly

opposed to two to five min¬ 
utes,” she said. 

Cindy Gordon, president 
of the Edmonton branch of 
the Canadian Hard of Hear¬ 
ing Association, said being 
able to access 911 is essen¬ 
tial. 

“This is very important. It 
is a right that we have had 
to go without for a very long 
time,” she said.

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City ‘very busy.’ Pothole 
damage claims spike 


Claims for pothole damage 
have risen right along with 
the number of sinking holes 
in the city’s roads this year. 

The city has seen 1,400 
claims for potholes so far, 
well above last year’s 128.

A U.S. woman charged with 
aiding the suicide of her 
mother in an Alberta moun¬ 
tain town has been ordered to 
undergo a psychiatric assess¬ 
ment. 

The defence lawyer for 
Linda Jean McNall has told 
court there are concerns her 
client may also be suicidal. 
Marissa Tordoff said it’s pos¬ 
sible the 53-year-old could 
have a mental disorder and be 
found not criminally respon¬ 
sible for the alleged crime. 

McNall, in custody at the 
Edmonton Remand Centre, 
appeared briefly in court with 
her lawyer via video. 

Her mother, Shirley Vann, 


was found dead last month in¬ 
side a vehicle parked in front 
of the hospital in Hinton, 
about 300 kilometres west of 
Edmonton. 

McNall was admitted to hos¬ 
pital with injuries that weren’t 
life-threatening and charged 
by RCMP four days later. 

Crown prosecutor Bob 
Marr said outside court that 
investigators are still trying to 
piece together what happened. 
There’s some indication Vann, 
who was in her 70s, was poi¬ 
soned by carbon monoxide, 
but autopsy results are not 
complete, he said.

Airport security, TSAsays 
knives won’t cut it, bats a 
swing and a miss on planes 


The Obama administration 
said Wednesday it was aban¬ 
doning a plan that would have 
let passengers carry small 
knives, souvenir bats, golf 
clubs and other sports equip¬ 
ment onto planes. 

The decision by the head 
of the Transportation Security 
Administration, John Pistole, 
came after fierce opposition by 
members of Congress, airlines, 
labour unions and some law 
enforcement groups. They said 
that people intent on causing 
harm could use the knives and 
other items to injure or kill 
passengers and crew. 


Knives and sports equip¬ 
ment will remain on the list 
of prohibited items, and shelv¬ 
ing the proposal will allow 
the agency to focus on other 
priorities, Pistole said in an 
interview. 

Pistole had presented the 
proposal to loosen the rules 
for carry-ons in March, saying 
the knives and other items 
couldn’t enable terrorists to 
cause a plane to crash. He said 
intercepting the items took 
time better used searching for 
explosives and other more ser¬ 
ious threats.

Disabled man 
pulled from 
plane crash by 
oyster fisherman 

A paraplegic man is 
OK after being pulled 
unconscious, but alive, 
from the wreckage of 
a submerged ultralight 
airplane. 

Two B.C. oyster fisher¬ 
men are credited for the 
rescue after watching 
the small plane crash 
into the waters of Deep 
Bay, north of Qualicum 
Beach, on Vancouver 
Island. 

Oceanside RCMP Cpl. 
Jesse Foreman says the 
pair used their small 
boat, which is equipped 
with a crane for lifting 
oyster lines, to winch 
the submerged plane 
to the surface, pulling 
the unconscious man to 
safety. 

Foreman says the 
victim was treated at 
the scene by paramedics 
but, once revived, had 
no apparent injuries and 
was not sent to hospital. 

The ultralight pilot, a 
Prince George man, was 
able to free himself from 
the sinking wreckage 
and was also unhurt.

Abid’s lawyers have asked 
a state appeals court to release 
Abid and remove Circuit Judge 
Michael Wagner from the case, 
arguing that he’s biased in part 
by Abid’s nationality. The court 
has given Wagner until Monday 
to respond. 

Abid was studying aviation 
at the University of Central Mis¬ 
souri in Warrensburg when his 
roommate, Reginald Singletaiy 
Jr., was accused of killing popu¬ 
lar bar owner Blaine Whitworth 
in September. Singletaiy admit¬ 
ted fatally shooting Whitworth 
in the bar owner’s driveway but 
claimed Abid paid him to do it, 
according to court documents.

A NEW WAY TO #GRIEVE 


Mourning deceased Loved ones on social media is common, 
but commemorative pages can cause additional anxiety for some

On May 12, Alexandra Chris- 
topoulos wished her friend 
Patrick a happy birthday on 
Faceboolc. 

He’ll never read the post. 

Patrick Douglas Mott, who 
would have been 31 this year, 
died on New Year’s Eve in 
2009. Soon after, Mott’s father 
started an RIP Faceboolc group 
in his son’s honour, a group 
with more than 200 members 
and hundreds of posts. 

This, for many, is the new 
way to grieve. And some are 
abusing it. While grieving 
through social media can 
be cathartic, it can also rob 
mourners of their privacy. 

For Christopoulos, Mott’s 
online memorial helped in the 
healing process. 

“I think, initially, grief, it’s 
so overwhelming and shock¬ 
ing and you almost feel numb,” 
said Christopoulos, adding 
that she turned to social media 
when she felt alone. 


“I’ll think of him random¬ 
ly. I’ll go online to that page 
and realize someone else has 
already been there. They’re 
thinking of him too,” she said. 

Experiences vaiy. Amanda 
Todd, the B.C. teen who com¬ 
mitted suicide last year after 
being relentlessly bullied, has 
been commemorated on Fa- 
ceboolc and Twitter. Her RIP 
pages have hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of likes, but have also 
become a forum for more 
bullying. 

Some commenters wrote 
that the 15-year-old deserved 
her fate. A topless photo of 
Todd, the veiy one that con¬ 
tributed to her agony, was even 
posted to a memorial page. 

According to Pam Fitzger¬ 
ald, director of the Canadian 
Centre for Bereavement Edu¬ 
cation and Grief Counselling 
in Toronto, social media can be 
a free-for-all. 

“With a sudden, unexpect¬ 


ed death, people aren’t always 
sensitive with their judgment 
and criticism or inaccurate 
information,” she said. “Any¬ 
thing on the Internet affects 
the grieving process. Gossip 
usually always hurts.” 

RIP Faceboolc groups and 
Twitter hashtags pose another 
problem: What if the family of 
the deceased doesn’t want an 
online memorial? 

Vicky White, a 17-year-old 
from Toronto, started a me¬ 
morial Faceboolc page after her 
classmate died in a car crash 
earlier this year. “It was a place 
for everyone to gather to share 
their memories,” she said. 

But then the deceased 
teen’s family spoke up. 

“There are a lot of compli¬ 
cations. I like to put myself out 
there, but the thing is, (his) 
family wanted privacy. They 
want time to heal,” White said.

media has its place in the 
grieving process. According to 
Fitzgerald, it can be a useful 
tool when coupled with profes¬ 
sional help or a strong support 
system.

Tariff changes. Head of 
association charges new

The head of the Canadian As¬ 
sociation of Importers and Ex¬ 
porters has launched a blister¬ 
ing attack on the Conservative 
government for what she’s call¬ 
ing its “quest for cash” that is 
hurting business and will cost 
consumers. 

Joy Nott, the president of 
I.E. Canada, is wading into an 
ongoing dispute between a co¬ 
alition of television importers 
and the Canadian Border Ser¬ 
vice Agency over what critics 
are calling the Harper govern¬ 
ment’s “iPod tax.” 


Times are a-changin’ 


A spokesman for the finance 
minister said changes were 
“long overdue” because the 
system punishes Canadian 
companies by giving “special 
breaks” to emerging powers 
like Brazil, China, South 
Korea, and India based on 
decades-old program. 


TV importers have evidence 
the government has given them 
bad advice on tariff exemptions 
that Ottawa intended to later 
claw back, including tariffs on 
TVs, computer speakers and 
MP3 players, such as iPods. 

But Nott says the problem 
runs deeper, and that major 
tariff changes announced in 
Finance Minister Jim Flaherty’s 
March budget will have a rip¬ 


ple effect on Canada’s import- 
export community — and 
consumers. The budget prom¬ 
inently stated that import dut¬ 
ies on some popular sporting 
goods would be dropped. But 
buried in the back pages it 
also noted that Canada would 
be “graduating” goods from 
72 countries to a higher tariff 
classification, starting in 2015. 
The measure will bring in $333 
million annually, said the gov¬ 
ernment. 

“Quite frankly, the single 
line about the (General Prefer¬ 
ential Tariff) changes actually 
has a much wider and much 
more negative impact on the 
ultimate consumer than duty 
give-aways on cricket bats and 
hockey sticks and whatever,” 
Nott said in an interview. 

She called the sporting 
goods tariff cuts “almost like a

Arizona restaurateur Amy 
Bouzaglo became an instant 
Internet celebrity last month 
after demonstrating an im¬ 


pressively short temper on a 
reality TV show that helps re¬ 
form struggling businesses. 

The episode of Kitchen 
Nightmares drew more than 
a million viewers on YouTube, 
and Bouzaglo’s vitriolic rants 
became popular fodder on 
Twitter and Faceboolc. 

So it should surprise no 
one that her next step was to 
announce she was shopping 
around her own reality TV 
show. 

These days, head butting, 
table flipping, belly slapping,

hair pulling, smack talking 
and other behaviour gener¬ 
ally considered impolite have 
become a tested strategy for 
reality TV fame, as seen in the 
proliferation of such shows as 
Here Comes Honey Boo Boo, 
Basketball Wives and the Real 
Housewives franchise. 

Some reality “stars” have 
become brands of their own 
after churning out self-help 
books, hair products, cocktail 
lines and flavoured water. And 
the next generation of more 
shocking, immoral and de¬ 
classe reality celebrities always 
seems just one face-slap away. 

“That’s the easiest kind of 
reality show to make and to 
sell,” said Jason Carbone, a 
veteran reality TV producer 
behind shows such as Road 
Rules, The Bachelor and Run’s 
House. 

“It’s something where 
there are loud characters do¬ 
ing stupid, obnoxious things 
and you are either laughing 
with them or at them,” he 
said. 

Richard Hatch became 
America’s favourite villain 
when he won the first season 
of the CBS reality series Sur¬ 
vivor in 2000 by forming al¬ 
liances and otherwise acting 
strategically. His behaviour 
likely would be considered 
tame compared to the current 
crop of bad boys and girls, said 
Max Dawson, a reality TV show 
consultant in Los Angeles. 

“He didn’t pull weaves out 
and attack the other contest¬ 
ants on social media while 
the show was airing,” Dawson 
said. 

While cast members once 
had an entire season to build 
a character arc, social media 
now incentivizes villains to 
immediately act outrageous. 

“Any moment is not only 
going to be discussed ad nau¬ 
seam on Twitter, it’s going to

“People who yell and scream sell because they attract the 
eyeballs and the eyeballs attract the advertisers” said June 
Deery, a communications professor at Rensselaer Polytechnic 
Institute in New York and the author of Consuming Reality: The 
Commercialization of Factual Entertainment. 

TV networks are drawn to the shows because they are relatively 
inexpensive to produce. “If it doesn't work, you cancel it 
after three shows. You haven't lost that much money,” said 
James Wiltz, a licensed psychologist in Indiana who has 
studied reality TV viewership.

be uploaded on YouTube, it 
will be turned into an image 
meme, it will instantly, in 
most cases, go viral,” Dawson 
said. 

Modem television has be¬ 
come so predictably vulgar 
that a PBS station in New York 
recently launched a series of 
subway ads lampooning real¬ 
ity shows. The posters pro¬ 
mote fake shows including 
Bad Bad Bag Boys and Knitting 
Wars, alongside the slogan: 
“The fact you thought this was 
a real show says a lot about the 
state of TV.” 

Bouzaglo has repeatedly ig¬ 
nored requests for comment. 
She and her husband, Sarny 
Bouzaglo, said they went on 
the show to disprove bad on¬ 
line reviews of their business, 
Amy’s Baking Co., in Scotts¬ 
dale, Ariz. But their stoiy went 
viral after host and celebrity 
chef Gordon Ramsay ended up 
walking away when they grew 
incensed over his constmctive 
criticism. 

It’s not hard to imagine 
the foul-mouthed, defensive 


couple launching a TV ser¬ 
ies and creating a line of, say, 
Amy’s Angiy Kitchen products 
if only because so many others 
have already blazed that path. 

On Bravo’s The Real House¬ 
wives of New Jersey, Teresa 
Giudice launched a line of 
cookbooks and hair products 


after flipping over a table at a 
dinner party. Beauty pageant 
participant Alana “Honey Boo 
Boo” Thompson became a 
household name after the TLC 
network created a show cap¬ 
italizing on her family’s red¬ 
neck stereotypes.

Some might find it strange 
that Joss Whedon’s first mov¬ 
ie since The Avengers — his 
2012 megahit about a team of 


Marvel Comics superheroes 
— is an independent adapta¬ 
tion of Shakespeare’s Much 
Ado About Nothing. But it 
makes perfect sense to him. 
The man who created TV hits 
like Buffy the Vampire Slayer 
and its spinoff Angel says his 
dramas all have a bit of the 
Bard in them. 

“When you’re working in 
Marvel Comics — whether 
it’s comics or the cinematic 
universe — you’re cribbing 
from Shakespeare,” Whedon 


said in a recent interview. 

“The big themes, the big 
emotions, its kings, and be¬ 
trayal and love and tragedy 
and that good stuff, and 
even in the way I write, any 
time you get to write about 
an Asgardian, there’s going 
to be a touch of the Eliza¬ 
bethan in there.” 

While Much Ado debuts in 
theatres next Friday, Whedon’s 
focus is already on Avengers 2 
— due out in 2015 — and his 
upcoming Marvel-based TV ser¬ 


ies Agents of S.H.I.E.L.D., which 
premieres on ABC this fall. 
Whedon acknowledges he does 
feel “pressure” to follow up on 
the success of The Avengers — 
the third highest-grossing film 
ever. 

The comic book enthusi¬ 
ast says The Avengers seems 
perfectly normal to him — a 
world where Thor, Iron Man 
and Captain America “hang 
out” — and he was able to 
readily convey that to a wider 
audience. “This is how the

Interview. Noah Wyle,

With the third season of 
Falling Skies kicking off this 
week, star Noah Wyle — who 
plays Tom Mason — is re¬ 
markably candid about the 
hit sci-fi series’ strengths and 
weaknesses. 

“I don’t think there’s any¬ 
body involved with this show 
that’s more objective about 
it than I am, that is willing to 
point out its faults as well as 
its assets more than me,” the 
former E.R. star tells Metro.

After three seasons, do you 
think Falling Skies has found 
its footing?

Maybe I’m spoiled because 
by the time E.R. was off the 
air it was such a well-oiled 
machine that it just ran so 
smoothly. But for example, 
last season, season two, they 
wrote this wonderful role 
for a guest star, for a woman 
who was a pilot. You could’ve 
cast anyone from Kathy Bates 
to Alfre Woodard — and we 
went after both of them to do 
it — but it took a long time 
to pull the trigger on making 
those offers. The breakdowns 
didn’t go out until a week or 
10 days before the episode 
started shooting, so you have

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Summery decor can brighten 
your home during any season 


Seasonal. Designers 
offer tips on using 
summer as your 
decorating inspiration 


The sun-drenched colours and 
inviting textures of summer 
provide plenty of decorat¬ 
ing ideas. The trick is doing 
it right: A summer-inspired 
interior can become a tacky, 
tropical disaster if it’s done 
with too heavy a hand. 

But with a light touch and 
strategic choices, your home 
can be brightened all year long 
by the fleeting beauty of sum¬ 
mer. 

Above all, “do not be lit¬ 
eral with summer,” says Los 
Angeles-based designer Betsy 
Burnham. Avoid putting up a 
sign that says, “Gone Fishin’” 
or displaying a collection of 
seashells on a table, she says. 

Instead, tiy examining the 
colours inside a handful of 
shells, then decorating a room 
in those shades. Or upholster 
one piece of furniture in crisp, 
summeiy linen, rather than 
slip-covering an entire room 
that way. 

Designer Joe Lucas of Lu¬ 
cas Studio in West Hollywood, 
agrees: A life preserver with 
the words “To the Beach” 
painted on it may not be some¬ 
thing you want to hang up, 
he says, even if you really live 
a block from the beach. But 
a mix of sand-coloured paint 
and ocean blue fabrics can be a 
tasteful reminder of summers 
by the shore. 

Here, Burnham, Lucas and 
decordemon.com founder 
Brian Patrick Flynn offer tips 
on successfully using summer 
as your design inspiration. 

Summer relaxation 

“Summeiy interiors are best 
described as relaxed,” Flynn 
says. “While autumnal and 
wintry spaces are packed 
with rich velvets and earthy 
palettes, summeiy spaces are 
super-light, unstructured and 
pretty dam casual.” 

Flynn uses deliberate con¬ 
trast to point up that casual 
feeling: “I like to juxtapose 
super-relaxed elements such 
as slipcovers or bedding made 
from washed linen with super- 
tailored elements such as 
tailored tartan or pinstripe ac¬ 
cents. The result is preppy, but 
still casual.” 

Summer is distinctive colours 

One option is a palette of

muted summer colours (sandy 
beiges, soft driftwood greys, 
nautical blues), which can be 
used throughout a room with¬ 
out overpowering it. 

Lucas is a fan of veiy pale 
grey wall colours that include 
just a hint of green or blue. 
They look great alongside nat¬ 
ural, pale wood furniture. 

Flynn recommends 

“washed-out blue” wall col¬ 
ours, such as “Kiypton” 
by Sherwin-Williams or 
“Drenched Rain” by Dunn-Ed- 
wards. “Blues with the perfect 
amount of grey in them tend 
to be timeless and also work 
as new neutrals — colours 
with tons of personality which 
tend to work well with almost 
every other hue out there, as 
opposed to boring beiges and 
taupes.” 

These muted blues pair 
beautifully with white, he 
says: “The mix of blue and 
white together is totally time¬ 
less, plus it can be mixed up in 
many different ways to update 
the look. Almost all colours ac¬ 
cent blue and white well.” 

The other summeiy op¬ 
tion is to go vivid, using grassy 
greens, geranium reds, deep 
corals and the teal of tropical 
waters. Done right, these col¬ 
ours can elevate the look of a 
room. 

“I’m a huge fan of teal and 
coral,” Flynn says. “I especially 
love them together, since it 
strikes the perfect balance of 
feminine and masculine.” 

Summer is painted wood

“People always think that 
they have to have their wood 
finished in a stain,” Burnham 
says. “Why not a painted fin¬ 
ish? Paint your bookcases 
white ... It’s summeiy, but liv¬ 
able year-round. Or tiy paint¬ 
ing a floor somewhere in your 
house, like a guest room floor.” 

Lucas agrees: “We’re always 
pushing clients to paint out 
their dark cabinets,” he says. 
“Eveiyone thinks their libraiy 
has to be stained a rich mahog¬ 
any or dark walnut,” but there 
are better approaches. “Paint it 
an off-blue-grey or lacquer it a 
fun, brighter colour.” 

Summer is natural textures 

“Summeiy textures really 
make you want to curl up, 
kick your sandals off, and just 
escape with a book or maga¬ 
zine,” Flynn says. “I use tons 
of linen in summer-inspired 
spaces, as well as cotton and 
textured wovens.” Also, he 
says, “sea grass and sisal are 
other summeiy textures which 
will never go out of style.” 

The key with these materi¬ 
als, says Burnham, is mod¬ 
eration. Materials like rope or 
weathered wood are great “as 
long as you don’t have a room 
full of any of those items. One 
sisal carpet, a rattan chair or a 
rattan seat on a wood chair,” is 
all you need, says Burnham. 

Also, “glass is summeiy,” 
she says, “but not cut glass. Not 
Waterford ciystal. Just really 
simple, New England looking 
pieces. Really simple glassware 
on a shelf.” the associated press

Boston 
digs Pittsburgh a deep 
hole going ahead 3-0 in 
the series on Bergeron's

Patrice Bergeron scored 15:19 
into the second overtime to 
lead the Boston Bruins to a 
2-1 victoiy over the Pittsburgh 
Penguins and a 3-0 series lead 
in the Eastern Conference 
final on Wednesday night. 

The victoiy put Boston in 
control of the best-of-seven 


series and a chance to ad¬ 
vance to the Stanley Cup final 
in Game 4 on Friday night at 
home. 

Tuuklca Raslc stopped 53 
shots for the Bruins. 

Tomas Volcoun made 38 
saves for the Penguins one 


game after he was yanked 
from the net after giving up 
three quick goals in the first 
period. 

It is the first time all sea¬ 
son that Pittsburgh has lost 
three consecutive games. 

The good news for the Pen¬ 
guins: The last of three teams 
to blow a 3-0 lead in an NHL 
playoff series was Boston, 
which lost four in a row to 
Philadelphia in the 2010 East¬ 
ern Conference semifinals. 

After two Boston blow¬ 
outs, the Penguins matched 
the Bruins and even outshot 
them 39-25 in regulation — 
including a third period in 


which Pittsburgh held a 14-4 
advantage despite two Bos¬ 
ton power plays. The Bruins 
didn’t muster a shot in the 
final 7 1/2 minutes of regula¬ 
tion. 

But the Bruins had the 
better chances in overtime, 
including Nathan Horton’s 
breakaway that Volcoun 
turned aside just 2:21 in, and 
another shot by Horton that 
went off the right post with 
12:25 on the clock.

Defending champ 
overcomes jitters against 
Jankovic, faces Azarenka 
on Thursday 


For one full set, Maria 
Sharapova was about as bad 
as can be. 

The French Open’s de¬ 
fending champion could not 
direct the ball where she 
wanted at the start of her 
quarterfinal against Serbia’s 
Jelena Jankovic. Point after 
point ended with a mistake by 
Sharapova — long, wide, into 
the net, 20 unforced errors in 
all. 

It added up to only the sixth 
time in 626 career matches 
that Sharapova dropped a first 
set at love. She lost all of those 
others, never even forcing a 
third set. Sharapova did not go 


quietly Wednesday, though, 
turning up the level of her 
shot-making and the volume 
of her “Come on!” shouts on 
the way to beating the 18th- 
seeded Jankovic 0-6, 6-4, 6-3. 

“I wanted to put that chap¬ 
ter behind me,” the second- 
seeded Sharapova said. “No 


matter how many errors I 
made or how disappointed 
I was with the way I started 
the match, I knew that I still 
could try to create chances out 
there; obviously taking them 
is another question.”

Who will be to the visor what 
Craig MacTavish is to the 
helmet? 

Ryan Getzlaf? Jamie 
Benn? Ryan O’Reilly? All are 
young NHL stars who took 
off the shield as soon as they 
made The Show. 

MacTavish, now the gener¬ 
al manager of the Edmonton 
Oilers, holds claim to the 
trivia-friendly title of being 
the last player in the NHL to 
go without a helmet. 

MacTavish played his last 
game in 1997, a full 18 years 
since the NHL grandfathered 
in mandatoiy helmets. Play¬ 
ers who signed their first 
pro contract after June 1, 
1979, were required to wear 
helmets. 

MacTavish made it just 
under the wire. His first 
season was 1979-80, but he 
signed his first pro contract 
prior to the deadline. 

Starting for the 2013-14 
season, any player with 25 or 
fewer NHL games (including 
playoffs) to their credit will 
be forced to wear visors for 
the rest of their career. Those 
at 26 games or more will 



have a choice. 

“I thought it was inevit¬ 
able, and I’m glad to see 
them put that in there,” said 
Pittsburgh Penguins coach 
Dan Bylsma at the Eastern 
Conference final in Boston. 

“I’m proud and encour¬ 
age guys to wear visors.” said 
Bruins coach Claude Julien. 

About three-quarters of 
the league already wears 
visors. Some switched mid¬ 
season, notably Eric and 
Jordan Staal of the Carolina 
Hurricanes after the eye 
injuiy to their brother, Marc, 
of the New York Rangers. 

Some are promising to 
switch next season, includ¬ 
ing Maple Leafs defenceman 
Mark Fraser, after taking a 
puck to the eye in the play¬ 
offs against Boston.
